The father was born in Lerido in the province of Catalonia 

in 1865. His father had been a small shopkeeper--selling fruits and 
vegetables. He also owned about a five-acre tract of ground where he 
was able to raise some of his produce. The rest he bought from 
neighboring farmers. When the boy was eight years old he was sent to 
school, remained until he finished the sixth grade when he went to 
work on the ranch. He took care of the ranch for his father until he 
was 17, left this then to his younger brother, and joined his father 
in the store. With the growth of their section of the city(there was 
beginning a severe exodus of people from the farms to the city) came 
a subsequent increae in the field of business done, and alterations 
to the shop were made to accommodate the increase in the output. 

He worked here in the store until he was 25, followed the current of 
the times, set out for Mexico in 1890--at the invitation of his 

uncle who was then living in Mexico City, and the advice of his 
father who persuaded him that the new world was the land of opportunity. 


He landed at Vera Cruz in November of 1890, looked the town over 
with the possibility of putting up a small shop. He remained here for 
two weeks, decided the town was no place for him, went on to Mexico 
City where he contacted his uncle. This was during the Diaz regime 
and an impetous to foreign investment was being given by the gov- 
nnent, which all tended to stimulate the buying activity of the people. 
Down in Mexico, when the peons have money they spend it. Thus it was 
that on the advice of his uncle he went to work in a small fruit shop 
with the idea of learning the trade and accumulating sufficient 
capital to buy the place out. He went to work as errand boy, or as, 
delivery clerk, met a Mexican girl the following year(1891) and ~~ 
married her. He continued to work in the store but with the increas- 
ing size of his family he failed to accumulate suffichent wealth to 
buy the place. 


‘The first child was born in 1892, lived three weeks and then 
died. In 1899 a second child was born, a boy. The child lived about 
a week, then died. About 1895 a third child, also a boy, was born. 
This ons succeeded in living. He was born in Mexico City and had but 
a scant bit of schooling--up to the fifth grade. At this time he 
went to work in. his father's store. Father, mother and the son(their 
only child) remained in Mexico City until 1908, when the Diaz regime 
collapsed. They decided that they would like to go to the United 
States. 


In 1909, they sought passage on what existed in the way of a rail- 
road, after going by wagon for a couple of hundred miles to make 
connections. The Southern Pacific Railroad to Mexico City had not 


| yet been completed. ‘The uncle went with the party as far as the 


Imperial Valley in Southern California. The rest of the family after 
staying two seasons in the valley moved on to Los Angeles. The boy, 
now 16, went to work in a Mexican store.§$tayed hew six months, got

Among the different interviéws that I have held with people the 
conversation seems to invariably drift to economic issues, the viewpoint of the 
person being interviewed is more or less consistent with his financial status 
at the time of the interview. xX, in particular, a Porto Rican, a4 man who em 
ployed a large crew of his countrymen in his business which was connected with 
shipping in this city, for some reason, or other his business has fallen off 
until st the present time he is almost bankrupt and with a large supply of 
equipment on his hends which is valueless to him, he is avout to lose what small 
property he had acquired through years of hard work. The thing in perticular 
that I noticed in this mans recital of his business losses was his trend of 
thought and conversation along socialistic lines. Over a year ago I met and 
talked to this same man, at that time he was going along with a fair degree of 
success and his business and at that time as far as I remember he had no criti- 
cism to offer on the policies of the country in general or the new deal. 

Fe A Mexican born in the state of Jalisco, Mexico, came to the 
United States at the instigation of the -- Rail Road in 1912, was ambitious to 
learn and better himself and finally went to work in a R. Re shop and San 
Bernardino and became an expert mechanic, his work was shortened from time to 
time until the latter part of 1930, he was laid off entirely, from then on he 
worked at short periods. ‘These periods of work becoming further apart until 
at the present time he has been unable to find employment for the past eleven 
months. ‘hen he was reminded tnat the Mexican Government were colonizing their 
nationalists and would probably furnish him 9 plot of ground and the impliments 
to work it he replied that he would rather be an object of charity in this 
country than a land owner in his native country. In regard to any ideas he may 
have had in regard to national policies his reaction was to the effect that he 
hoped the Government would keep up their arrangement so that he could resume 
work and continue eating. 


The poll of opinion among the different people in different 
walks of life that I have interviewed reveals a surprising degree of ignorance 
towards the vast amount of legislature that has been enacted except, where it 
directly effects them or their personal business or affairs, although where 
there has been criticism in the accomplishments of the administration thus far 
none of them seemed able to or cared to advance a plan that would work better 
as a whole except to their own sdvantage.

ees itp my report of February 7, 1935 I referred to my stay at 

a: Guatemalan h was about seven months duration and due to the fact that 
my later connections with the coffee industry took me to other Central 
American countries as well as Venmuela, Houador and Colombia, I can state 
from actual experience in contacting these people, that I found the 
Guatemalans the most hospitable of all Latin& Americans with whom I came 
in contact and as it follows that one most generally associates their 
pleasant and agreeable experiences in proportionate relation to the 
personal contacts encountered, I recall my stay at Guatemala City as one 
of the most if not the most pleasant sojourng I experienced in Datin 
America. 


The society or social status of Guatemala City is divided 
much as any large City, being divided into clieks or groups the status 
of which was determined, first on the possession of wealth and secondly 
on ancestry or what they referred to as those whose racial lineage 
remained free from Indian or negro blood and while they chose to stress 
the latter qualification it is my opinion that only a relative few of 
the 125,000 population of Guatemala City, could lay claim to a true 
Castilian lineage and trace it thru the years up to and including 
their own generation. 


These different clicks or groups seldom joined in social 
afiairs and were only round together at the more important diplomatic 
functions or national celebrations and a peculiar custom or rather it 
SO appeared to the writer, was that foreigners.could and did patronize 
all groups indiscrimnately, yet invariably found thesemlves welcomed 
guests among any of the groups, provided that they dedicated at least 
one afternoon a week to makipg the informal calls amone the various 
groups, which vésits were usually of short duration, allowing sufficient 
time tolmrriedly partake of tea, which if not desired was always easily 
and quite readily substituted with cock-tails for the men, which I might 
also say served as a strong incentive for the maintenance of such visits 

- from week to week. 


During my school days I always took an active part in all 
athletics and had some measure of success as pitcher for the base ball 
team which latter experience prompted me to join the American Athletic 
Association of Guatemala City, which was maintained as  geenly of the 
American Cluband during the remainder of my stay there I took part 
in twenty-two games which our club had scheduled with other teams 
of the City, principally drawn from those boys who had been educated 
in the United States and these contests generally proved very close 
and keenly contested and therefore drew an attendance of from wo to 
four thousand fans and if one has had some experience with the emotional 
characteristics of Iatins, they can well imagine the excitement attending

as a challenge to occupy the field and delaythe game until a decision 
was agreed upon. or failing which,the games were broken up completely. 


The experience of the American teams generally proved a 
little too much for the native teams and we won the major portion of 
the scheduled games and were in turn challenged by a team drawn from 
the American employees of the United Fruit Company from their banana 
district in North eastern Guatemala, which challenge was accevted by 
our team and a short time thereafter we proceeded to Virginia, Guatemala, 
where the head-quarters of the United Fruit Co. was located and where 
we took a sound beating from the United Fruit Co. team, due I believe 
principally to the excessive heat of the coast as compared with the 
temperate climate of Guatemala City to which our players were accostuned. 


The time I had been in Guatemala City was dedicated to 
various lines of work of which none was particularly remunerative, 
therefore I had nothing in particular which I could acdlish at 
Guatemala City so therefore immediately following the game I applied 
for work with the United Fruit Company and was given work as a 
| Timekeeper on one of their farms or banana plantations, which position 
I held for about three months and until the time that the Overseer 
decided to take his vacation and upon his departure I was appointed 
Overseer in his place during the period he would be absent and upon 
his return I was transferred and assigned the administration of two 
plantations which were consolidated into one manasement. 


The two plantations to which I was assigned wzéknown 
or named Oneida and Huron and in this connection it probablyY4r some 
interest to note that practically all of the plantations in this division 
were named after North American. Indian tribes, such as the two named, 
also Cherokee, Cayuga, Seminole, ete., which idea I believe was first 
originated by Mr. Victor M. Cutter the then Division Manager at Guatemala, 
ane por Hees; dens of the Uited Fruit Company with offices at New York 
abd Boston. 


The United Fruit Company provided very comfortable living 
quarters for their employees, the houses being of frame construction 
with large spacious corridors on all sides, the main portion of the 
buildings being screen™as well as the corridors, thus affording 
protection against mosquitos and formed part of their efforts to 
minimize malaria fever which was prevalent in these hot jungle climates, 
but while these houses were comfortable, the fact that large construction 
projects were being carried thru, it often became necessary to crowd 
some ten to fifteen men into quarters originally planned for five or 
Six, and while accomodations were adequate as to equipment, the corridors 
which only provided single screening asainst mosquitos were utilized as. 
sleeping quarters, which conditions continued for long periods or during 
the time required to contruct quarters on the new projects under 
construction. . 


The fact that many of the Overseers, Timekeepers and 
Civil Engineers working on other projects were obliged to live at my 
. quarters proved very remunerative to the writer, in that I was often . 
able to derive a larger return from the mess maintenance that I did from 
my salary as Overseer, the combination of course arfording me a very . 
good income which was very acceptable especially in view of the fact that 
in spite of the dangerous climatic conditions to which the employees

_  -were subjected, the United Fruit Compnay paid and JI understand still 

: pay ridiculously low salaries in fact no other Company engaged in 
foreign commerce have been known to subject their employees to such 
climatic hazards at so small a compensation and even during the short + 
period I spent in those regions I witnessed American boys, just out of 
school or college, take up their work only to become victims of malaria, 
which while seldom fatal often left them debilitated and forced their 
return to the States in a broken condition, which h reality is quite a 
strong indictment azainst so prominent an American Corooration, but 
facts stand to confirm these conditions. 


; X In justice to one departuent of the United Fruit Company 
I must say that they maintain a hospital service second to none in 

the countries where they operate and these facilities most certainly 
represent a much larger outlay of capital than they can every hope | 
to write off in the former of assessments on employees, but hardly 
represents an equitable consideration, when compared with the low 
salaries paid of which two percent monthly is deducted from every 
employees salary to cover hospital and health protection, but in spite 
of these adverse conditions, they always find plenty of men to undertake 
this work, in spite of the small remuneration. 


‘Getting back to the two vlantations under my management, 
Oneida and Huron covered a combined acreage of some 3300 acres of which 
some 2600 acres werexplanted to bananas the balance comprising pastures, 
yards, railway right of way, trams and such portions of the land as 
Was not adaptable to banana cultivation such as swamps, flood land, etc. 
etc. and these two properties produced upwards of 300,000 bunches of 
anepiate ae id of which some 250,000 bunches were actually shipped 

Oo market. 


All of the administrative officers or personnel of the 
United Fruit Company during the time to which this narratbve refers, 
were Americans and Mgiishmenk and the laborers were a4 conglomeration 
of about every race that has been known to inhabit the tropics, comprising 
a general mixture of whites, Jamaican negroes, @aribd Indian/Negroes _ 
Hondurenans, Guatemalans, Belize Negroes and many others not clearky 
distinguishable as to race or origen. 


During my time there were about 50,000 acres under banana 
cultivation in Guatemala, the combined project being under the direction 
of a Division Manager with offices centrally located at Virginia, 
Guatemala and each branch of the project was sub-divided and assigned 
to Branch Superintendents, such as Plantations, hailways, Service, 
Accounting. Commisaries, Construction, etc. etc., and the magnitude 
of this work as a whole can be better appreciated, when we consider 
that a little more than Sive million bunches of bananas were shipped 
to market in one year and this did not represent the maximum production 
which was probably near seven million bunches, the differ-nee being 
that amount of fruit rejected due to surplus or lack of freight space, 
and that lost by delayed cuttings, resulting in over-ripe fruit, that 
is too far developed to stand the trip to consuming markets. 


These plantations were originally developed from the 
) thickest tropical jungles, where white man at least had never pefore 
set foot and thru which it is impossible to walk without first cutting 
a path or piaquete as they call them, therefore these plantations are

a certain amount of prelimanry work is require before they can proceed 
with clearing, planting, felling and general cultivation, the procedure 
of which is as follows: 


Ro First of a11¥ a high location is chosen and 

cross roads cut in order to ascertain if such location is of sufficient 
extension to provide a site for the camps and pastures, and also if ~* 
the land is above the maximum flodd stages of the surrounding rivers 

and creeks the latter being very important as the raitfally¥ often reaches 
200 inches annually and these points being determined about two acres 

or more are cleared and the erection of temporary camps started, which 
are generally constructed of bamboo frame and roofed with palm leaves 
taken from a palm know as "Manaca" and those camps which are to be 
occupied by the Administrative personnel is screened and provided with 
as many of the (nonern conveniences as transportation facilities to the 

site will peru and from this starting point the Civil Imgineers 
establish a central point of location and by the aid of the larger trees 
located on the land to-be surveyed finally determine the routes to be 
followed in cutting a path or paquete around the entire plot which is 
to. form the plantation under construction or planting and when these 
lines are completed they are followed by cross roads which eventually 
become the sectional boundaries of sub-divisions, which of course 
enables the engineers to calculate the actual acreage each section 
contains and thus provide the Overseers with the data necessary to 

let the contracts for the various procedures to follow.

Contracts are usually divided into five projects 
as follows: Underbrushing; Iining, which is fixing the location of plants 
py staking each location; planting; felling; burning, all of which are Hy 
named in the natural sequence in which they are accomplished. The first a 
er Underbrushing is for the purpose of removing all small brush as close : 
as possible to the ground which is usually a very slow job as this q 
growth is as old as time itself and is matted together to form an almost ; 
impassable barrier but which falls before the machete or long knife that 4 
they use for this purpose; Lining or staking of the location of plants 
follows immediately the underbrush is cleared, the civil engineer in 
charge give the directional lines and the actual location where plant 
is to be set, is staked, some being 18 feet apart others 20 feet depending 
upon the analysis of the soil; The seed for planting is selected from 
the better plantations, which is cut from the mats, known as"bits" which 
are planted about 18 inches deep, the eye of which is planted down, thus 
obliging the sprout to turn and attach roots and thus to assure that the 
sprout will grow straight; When planting is completed the larger trees 
are then felled and which with the underbrush is allowed to dry fou from 
four to five months at which time the whole fam is burnt over, which 
leaves the land fairly well cleared except for the larger stumps and 
logs. 


The banana plant is similar to potato. production 
in that from the one "bit" or eye it will. sprout several different 
stocks, the whole becowing a mass below the ground know as a "mat" the 
original plant requiring about eighteen months to produce a bunch of 
bananas ready for .arket, however in the meantime several other stocks 
will be found in vari-us stages of production and thus within two years 

several bunches of bananas will be found on each plant, which are pruned 
out to permit the production of from four to six bunches per year in

Jamaica negroes are assigned the most important work . 
in connection with prunning, cultivation etc., for which they are best’ 
adapted by experience acquired in their home conhtry, but these negowes 
are stubborn and hard headed and it is necessary to maintain 4 strong 
system of disciplinary measures to oblige them to confine their work 
within tie rules and regulations governing such work, which is 
accomplished by fining them a certain amount for each violation, this 


of course results in misunderstanding and disagreements which often 


oblizgssthe Overseer to rule with an iron hand and by applying a fine 
in one particular case I became involved in a little episode that almost 
resulted in my having to leave the plantation in fear of my life. 


One man was always given charge of the stock on the 
plantation, usually comprising some 56 to 100 mules which were used to 
pack the bananas from the plantation to railway loading platforms, 
and I fined the Stockman for overloading his pack and this particular 
fine caused me some very uneasy moments until I finally traced the 
Matter, identified the responsible parties and turned them over to the 
authorities. 


Before relating my experience in connection with the fine 
referred to above, it will serve to show what a precarious position I 
was confronted with, to know that this was the most lawless place I 
have everx lived, these Dlantations were nothine more than clearings 
cut out of the virgin tropical jungles and this particular plantation 
was located within a few hours trip to the Honduras border and as had 
happened on previous occasions, crimes had been committed and the’ 
perpetrators escaped to Honduras, placing then beyond the custody of 
Guatemala jurisdiction and as Honduras maintained little, or no control 
over this tertitory, a criminal could remain there a life time and 
comparatively safe also my house was located about four miles from the 
Main line of the railway leaving us isolated from outside assistance 
in case of an emergency, incidentally our main proteetion cepended upon 
our side arms rather than any respect of the loborers for the law of the 
land, which they knew only too well they could evade by fleeing to 
Honduras territory. 


It was usually my custom to visit the general hospital 
once a month as a precautionary measure against malaria and other 
tropical fevers, which was reached by a railway velocipede drawn by 
two laborers, over the spur line from my house to the main line railway 
and hence by passenger train to the hospital some 30 miles distance, 
and upon my return from one of these trips, the district Superintendent 
boarded the train at Virginia and handed me 4 letter, explaining that 
this particular letter was the last one received of three written to 
the Division Manager, in which the Manager was advised that the writer 
of these anonymous letters together with five other laborers, demanded 
my removal from Oneida farm, failing which they threatened to kill me 
and burn my house, well here was a real problem, certainly quite . 
different than anything I had ever confronted and with an unknown enemy - 
or enemies, I did not know which way, bo turn to protect myself, yet on the 
other hand I could#'t quit my job flee from sheer fear of the situation, 
without them carrying out their purpose before I could get away if they

were actually bent on carrying out their threats, so there was little 
left to do but face the issue and at least create an outward appearance 
J ‘of calm even though I was shaking like a tree in a march breeze. 


The distance between Virginia and Bananera where I had 
to detrain for the plantation was about fourteen miles during which 
time I am sure I recalled every fine I had imposed as well as every 
argument or disagreement I had with laborers on the plantation all of 
course in my erfort to determindthe writer of the letters and while I 
thought I recognized the writing it never even remotely occured to me 
at that time that this recognition would result in finally isolating 
the actual writer, so upon my arrival at Bananera I went to the hotel 
there,to get my side arm or revolver, which I invariably left there 
when leaving for other points and then proceeded up the tracks about 
three blocks where we kept the velocipede and much to my surprrse I 
found two Jamaica negroes waiting for me although I had not advised of 
my return that nicht, one of these individuals was my stockman. 


These types of velocipedes had a front seat where the” 
men pedalled and a seat in the back slightly higher for the passengers, 
which placed the laborers facing the track ahead and backs to the 
passengers so I instructed them to put the car on the track and take 
up their positions at the pedals after which I drew my revolver from the 
holster and placed it across my lap, and informed then that I was in 
a hurry to get home and that they were not to stop at any point under 
penalty of the consequences and they didn't appear to show any concern 
over the matter, but I was extremely nervous especially as this spur 
track passed thru about three miles of tropbeal jungle before emerging 
into the cleared land of the Oneida plantation and as I later learned 
one muamgx of the men at the pééals was the writer of the letters. 


The trip from Bananera to my house was uneventful, nothing 
out of the ordinary occurred,however as a measure of precaution I 
obliged them to take me to a point immediately in front of my house 
and I stood by while they turned the velocipede vroundandre turned 
to the shack where we stwyed it when not in use after which I proceeded 
to the house and set up an arsenal in my room and informed the other 
members of the household what had happened and once in the house I felt 
quite secure, as I was sure they would not attempt anything while the 
other men were around, but they were absent during the day and also 
my work obliged me to inspect the operations on the farm daily and 
which was reached by riding thru the banana walks on mule back, so it 
would have been a very simple matter to way-lay me along one of these 
walks and carry out their threats so that part of my work was tabooed 
for the time being. 


The following day I called each laborer with whom T had 
encountered differences at one or another time and directly accused 
each one with having conferred with the manager carrying complaints 
over my head to that source, leaving any mention of imetters out. of the 
discussion until I had an opportunity of summing up the reactions of 
each to the accusations thus by the process of elimination I reduced 
the number of suspects to three namely my stockman, his neighbor and 
another laborer and while carrying thru these investigations, I recalled 
that the writing did look familiar and it finally occurred to me that 
the similarity was drawn from memorandums which the stockman usually 
handed me each week to be included in the equipment requisitions, so 
I finally decided to accuse him directly which he of course denied,

The mother died at birth of youngest of four children. They

my ear to the Seanish pronumciation and:at the same time acquire practical 


of yvrevious studies and following this system I found that after three 
months I could carry on a conversation with reference to Nsual topics, 

and within six months was able to converse quite at leng on most any 
subject, but it required about two years for me to acquire sufficient — 
command of the language to discontinue the practice of translating ofom 
English to Spanish as I spome or in other words to completely revert to 
Spanish and construct all speech from this language rather than in inglish. 


Well so much for that part of mynexperiences which 
ushered me into this new field of work and it occurs to me that a short 
outline here, describing the plantation, the work in connection therewith, 
and the labor which performs it is in order.

It is customary to maintain from 80 to 100 laborers 
on this plantation, whose duties are principally to effect such work 
as required for the general maintenance of the property such as cultivation, 
prunning, replacement of trees, maintenance of nurseries etc., and whi.e 
this labor during the crop season must of course lend a hand to the 
gathering of the crop, during the warmer periods the crop ripens so fast
